Deterioration of the wheat and rye 
crop in Oklahoma during April, a 
poor stand of hay, delayed spring 
plowing and an unusually high mor­ 
tality rate among livestock are the 
various unfavorable reports contain­ 
ed in the monthly bulletin issued 
here today by the United States 
bureau of crop estimate in co-opera­ 
tion with the state board of agri­ 
culture. 
Commenting on the poor showing 
of the wheat crop, the summary 
says every district in the state re­ 
ports conditions inferior to those 
of a month ago. Deterioration of 
wheat in April is said to be unu­ 
sual, as only once in the last decade 
has wheat failed to improve during 
that month. 
Orange leaf rust, 
green bugs, 
Hessian fly and straw worms, com­ 
bined with cold, wet soil are held 
responsibly for the unsatisf .dory 
condition, the report says. 
Rain is 
needed in the north and nortnwest 
and southwest counties of the state 
the report adds. 
The condition of rye in the stat-s 
was reported to be very 
to 
that of wheat. 
The peaphis and 
the 
freezing 
weather nearly 
ruined tne first 
cutting of the state alfalfa crop, 
the report says, and adds that the 
condition of the hay crop is the 
poorest rn ten years. 
Approximate­ 
ly half million tons of the 1920 
crop, however, remained unmarket- 
^ed, it was reported.

The Ada high school has entered

! possible, but that if they refuse to yield to reason and com­ 
mon sense, this country will “oiitarm any and all of them.” 
He would declare, furthermore, that this nation, by every 
means in its power, will gladly aid the restoration of Europe, 
as long as European countries employ their resources in 
peaceful construction, but that America will extend no aid to 
any country that “diverts any of its own treasure to war or 
preparations for w ar.” 
It does not seem likely that the government will go 
so far in that direction as Mr. Cochran proposes. 
It is sig­ 
nificant, however, that every disarmament speech, from either 
side of the house, was cheered enthusiastically by the mem­ 
bers, regardless of party. 
Here, manifestly, is a constructive 
policy with which partisan politics has nothing to do, and 
behind which there is a tremendous force of public senti­ 
ment. 
The government may be expected to act accordingly, 
for the calling of a disarmament conference, as soon as the 
German reparation settlement and one or two other presvsing 
matters are out of the way.

There eau lie no doubt about the 
advisability of negotiating immigra­ 
tion and labor treaties with foreign 
governments to take the place of 
the present Inefficient and inade­ 
quate methods of control through 
consular service and passports so 
as to insure tile admittance of only 
tlx •se immigrant!! desired and se­ 
lected according to standards. 
It would seem equally obvious 
that under such treaties it would 
lie possible to arrive ut definite un­ 
derstandings with each country in­ 
volved on tile quantity and quality 
of immigrants wanted here, to pro­ 
vide proper machinery for the regu- 
lntlon of fit rivals and to insure 
; smite co-operation "ti the part of 


other countries In seeing that the 
right kind of immigrants come. 
There are four immigration bills 
pending in Congress, including the 
Johnson, or House Bill; the Dil­ 
lingham and Sterling Bills in the 
Senate and the Senate Committee 
Bill. 
Tile first of these—namely, 
the Johnson Bill—would prohibit 
immigration for one year. The Dil­ 
lingham Bill provides for the limit­ 
ing of immigrants annually to five 
per cent of the number of persons 
of their nationality resident in the 
United States, nationality to be de­ 
termined “by country of political 
allegiance.*’ But there is ambiguity 
in this proposed law. If nationality 
is determined by the country of al­ 
legiance foreign bom citizens oar­ 
ing their allegiance to the United 
States would not be included. 
The Senate Committee Bill would 
likewise limit the number of aliens 
of any nationality who may here­ 
after be admitted to the United 
States in any fiscal year to five per 
cent of the number of such nation­ 
ality resident in the United States, 
nationality in this case, however, to 
be determined by the country of 
birth. Under the provisions of this 
bill the approximate number of 
aliens who would be admissible an­ 
nually from northwestern Europe 
would be ;»37,000; from the remain­ 
der of Europe 255,IKM) would be ad­ 
missible. while about 80,000 would 
be admissible from the rest of the 
world. 
Th© Sterling Bill considers Immi­ 
gration not from tile single aspect 
of exclusion 
or restriction, 
but 
from other vital aspects as well. It 
would lodge the general control of 
immigration 
in 
an 
Immigration 
Board, 
of 
which 
the 
chairman 
would be tile Secretary of La­ 
bor. 
After the necessary negoti­ 
ations with foreign governments 


pending Immigration and would Ila- 
quire into the motives inducing im­ 
migration of particular persons or 
peoples. 
The Board would report 
on the Amount of unemployment 
and the kind of immigration de­ 
sired. 
It would analyze the nuxn- . 
ber of aliens admitted annually ac­ 
cording to the ethnic groups, the 
number of those naturalized each 
year and the number of American 
children bom of foreign parents. 
Finally, the Board would prepare 
booklets in English and foreign lan­ 
guages on the rights and duties of 
aliens and distribute them among 
immigrants. 
These provisions, of 
course, would permit a much doser 
investigation intp the character of 
all immigrants who come here and 
would provide a method of distribu­ 
tion. 
It would put the burden of 
proof as to admissibility at the 
source of immigration. 
But legislation alone can never et-' 
feet the desired assimilation of im­ 
migrants. 
The solution of the as­ 
similation problem lies largely in 
the economic co-oper®tipn with im­ 
migrants of our various business 
interests. 
There should be adequate legisla­ 
tion to supervise Immigrant banks 
doing an interstate business to 
safeguard Immigrant deposits and 
eliminate competition from irre­ 
sponsible sources. 
The 
national 
and State banks should establish 
foreign departments, in charge of 
trusted persons speaking the im­ 
portant foreign languages of the 
community and with facilities to 
meet the personal needs of immi­ 
grants during their process of ad­ 
justment. 
There should be sys­ 
tematic publicity campaigns organ­ 
ized to reach immigrant wage-earn- 
ers, with special emphasis placed 
on the protection afforded to these 
wage-earners by American banks. 
There should be adequate legisla­ 
tion to provide for the registration 
of farm-land offered for sale, to 
prohibit misleading advertisements 
and fraudulent interstate transac­ 
tions. 
There should be co-operative ar­ 
rangements with Industries that 
would help to introduce the immi­ 
grant, who is Usually shay of Amer­ 
ican 
banking 
institutions. 
This 
could-involve the paying of bonuses 
through banks, the developing of 
credit for housing and similar real­ 
ty investments. 
There should be 
developed co-operation, between our 
banks and the forty or more large 
foreign trade organizations doing 
business in this country and having 
considerable 
commercial 
contact 
with immigrant races. There should 
be established In the Treasury De­ 
partment a Bureau of Export Sav­ 
ings to have general supervision 
over the transmission of money 
abroad in sums of $100 or less. 
And there should be stringent laws 
to prevent profiteering through for­ 
eign exchange and the sale of 
worthless European currencies.

Declaring that in his opinion the 
sober second thought of the people 
would condemn the shameful action 
of the house of representatives for 
adjourning Sunday morning, with­ 
out first making some provision for 
the maintenance of the schools and 
other institutions of the state, Dr. 
A. 
Linscheid, 
president 
of 
East 
Central 
State 
Normal 
announced 
yesterday that the school here will 
continue as long as its funds last, 
with the assumption that money 
will be provided in some way to 
right the condition and keep the 
institution alive. 
’‘While this institution has only 
sufficient money to run until July 
I, the school is in no worse con­ 
dition than the other schools and 
eleemosynary 
instutions 
of 
the 
state, the university, A. & M. col­ 
lege, the insane asylum, the schools 
for the deaf and blind, the district 
’ agricultural schools, the administra­ 
tive and executive departments o 
the state, all the superior courts of 
the state and the sta^ penitentiary 
will he forced o suspend operations, 
unless funds are prodded for their 
maintenance by July I," declared 
Dr. Linscheid. 
“Also no provision has been m a d e 
for a state board of equalization 
and no apportionment, of taxes can 
be 
made in 
any school district, 
municipality or county, in the state, 
as the matter now stands.” 
Because of the very enormity of 
the shameful action of the house, 
Dr. Linscheid finds some reason for 
hope. He is of the opinion that the 
people of the state will resent the 
action of the republican politicians 
and demand that the stain be re­ 
moved from the state.
